observed for & “week or more. 
Constable Wilson accompanied

Pathetic was the scene on Sat- 
urday night when Constable 
‘Wilson took him to custody, and 
all through the nighthis terrible 
screeches strurk ‘terror into 
those residing'mn "the vicinity of 
the town hall.

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ARE INCREASING! 


Interesting Sermon on Socialism 
Disclosed this State of 
Affairs in Canada. 


eoenemmeed ‘ 

The subject of the sermon by 
Rev. A. Russell, on the Sabbath 
evening at St. Andrews. church 
was, “Modern Influences. which 
Threaten the Stability. of! the 
Marriage Bond and the, Integ- 
rity of the Home.” It was point: |: 
ed outthat there art evident 
signs of a loosening up of family 
bonds, as for example the rapid 
increase of divorce in U, S. and 
the threatening inroads of this 
social decrease in Canada. 
From 1867 to 1906, no less than 
1, 274, 341 divorces were granted 
in U.S. The percentage of 
divoree is increasing three 
times as fast as the population. 
In the same period in. Canada, 
there have been 431 cases of 
divorce. There are now some 
70 or 80 annually. The percent- 
age is very small compared 
with U.S., but indieations are 
toward a relaxing of the marr. 
iage ties. 

One of the disintegrating 
forces at work is a pagan cop- 
ception of the marriage bond. 
In this view, marriage is a civil 
contract in which che parties 
are co-partners, and it may be 
dissolved at the will of either 
party, This pagan view has 
insinuated itself into modern 
society in 1 semi pagan form by 
which marriage is viewed as 
solely in the interest of the 
uniting individuals; whereas 
the more modern and Christian 
view is that it concerns the 
whole social order. 

Whore the first, or the narrow 
and individualistic view obtains 
legislation is determined by the 
wishes or whims of the individ- 
ual, but in the second instance 
it is moulded to guard the 
sanctity and security of the 
home, The evolutionary con- 
ception of society in general has 
been used against the status of 
the home. According to this, 
the family group of christian 
civilization is not the direct gift 
of nature but the result of a 
long process in which very var- 
ious forms of sociul grouping 
have been tried and tested and 
the fittest has survived.,, i. e., the 
family as we now have it is an 
end toward which social evol- 
ution has.been ending for ages. 

This instead of being used as 
an argument for the stability 
of the family is being used 
against it. ‘The family being 
only a phraseof evolution is 
destined to pass away, and, it 
isclaimed, is already passing 
and ought to pass away, This 
is the attitude of what. is recog- 
nized as Scientific Socialism, 

This claim that the family 
ought to go because it tends to 
the acquisition and retention of 
private property, which is con- 
trary to the ideal of the social- 
istic state. ‘Then it is also 
contended that modern in- 
dustrialism has made home 
life impracticable, especially. in 
the large city. Withal, indust- 
rialism has opened up many 
avenues of occupation for the 
women, 80 that they are no long- 
er dependent upon the man for 
aliviihood. It is: further urg- 
ed that children might be better 
cared for by the state, These 
are some of the things that are 
being argued against the con. 
tinuance of the family. But 
more deadly than any of these 
is the low standards of morality 
that prevailin some sections ot 
the social order, 

Divorce is most common 
among the rich, The rea! and 
worst peril is not poverty or 
the want of proper social re- 
arrangement but un-spiritual

Monday, December Ist.,. is 
nomination day for those who 
will represent the town on the 
council board for the next’ two 
years, anil as yet it is imposs- 
ible to say who will be in the 
field to fill the vacancies, which 
aréfour in number. Counce. 
Snyder, whose two year term 
expires at the close of next 
month, will not, it is thought, 
offer himself for re-election. 


‘Coune, Deveson, who has been 


absent from town for several 
monthe past, has not yet re- 
signed and there is scarcely any 
possibility of his return here. 
Counc, Bowerman, was elected 
to complete Ex-Gounc, Lally’s 
term when the latter ‘resigned 
in December last to.contest the 
mayorunlity, is, it is stated,. will- 
ing to allow his name to ngain 
go before the ratepayers. The 
other vacancy resulted when 
Ex-Counc, W. E. Mills resigned, 
previous to his departure for 
the Old Country, 

The period of time between 
now and nomination is short, 
yet ten days should be sufficient 
for the ratepayers to make a 
good selection of candidates. 
Herbert Smith has been 
mentioned in several quarters 
as a possible candidate, and the 
choice of such a citizen would 
be pleasing to a large ;umber.

Batthyany’s Blatk Pearl. 

There is a curious story of the pre- 
cious black pearl which Count Louis 
Batthyany, the Hungarian reyolution- 
ist, wore in his scarfpin.

An iscunlained Mystery of the Sea 

The most curious of all sea stories 
in fact, one of the most ‘ mazing mys- 
teries in history, is that of the ship 
Marie Celeste, whicin sailed some 
years ago from Boston to the Medit- 
erranean with thirteen persons on 
board, inc!uding t..e captain's wife 
and little daughter. 

Just when the ship was beginning 
to be regarded as missing it was 
found a hundred miles west of Gibral- 
tar. The sea was as calm as a mill 
pond. Every sail ~as set, but there 
was not a living soul on board. It 
was found to be perfectly water tight 
and with ample stores. The log 
showed that it had met excellent wea- 
ther all the way across. 

In the cabin a’ half finished meal 
was on tho table, with the chairs 
slightly pushed back. The captain 
had evidertly just knocked the*top 
off a boiled egg when he suddenly 
left the room forever.

And 
how did they leave at all? For all 
the boats were still off board. The 
eaptain’s watch was still ticking, just 
above his bunk, so that the tragedy 
whatever it was, -nust have happen- 
ed just before the ship was found. 

Piracy cannot be the explanation. 
for the ship’s money box was found 
to be untouched, as well as the val- 
uable cargo, jewelry and loose cash, 
which were lying about. There was 
no starvation. There cannot have 
be@én any mysterious infectious dis- 
ease, for the medicine chest had been 
hardly touched at all. Besides, the 
cabin tables showed that ail the dis- 
appearances must have been simultan- 
eous. 

The idea that some of the crew de- 
veloped homicidal mania and hurled 
the others overboard and then com- 
mitted suicide is also out of the ques- 
tion, for there were no signs of vio- 
lence anywhere. The ship, too, was 
as tight as a barrel when found and 
with not a rope out of place. 

At first it was rumored that blood 
had been found. on the ship's side and 
on the captain's cutlas. But why 
anyone who used a Cutlhss should 
hang it up again neatly on its nail 
was not explained.

Old Graduates ‘Would Scarcely Know 
‘Methodist University. peg 
To many a former graduate who 
has not visited his alma mater with- 
In recent years, as well as to numer- 
ous citizens of Totonto and of Can- 
ada at large, startling sensations are 
in store for them on séeing for the 


first time the beautiful, pile of build- 
ings that comprise Burwash Hall and 
the new Victoria College residences 
in Toronto, says W. A. Craick in To- 
ronto Saturday Globe. Were it not 
for their newness, the range of 
houses and the hall might well be 
taken for a part of some famous col- 
lege at Oxford or Cambridge. Built in 
the collegiate Gothic style, the first 
example of an extensive application 
of this form of architecture to Cana- 
dian college buildings, they possess 
all the peculiar beauty associated 
with this kind of construction. 

Graduate of former years who 
spent their college days in stuffy 
bedrooms on the top floors of musty 
boarding-houses exclaim at the good 
luck of the modern undergraduate 
who has before him the prospect of 
life in the genial academic atmos- 
phere of one of these residences. 
There are four’ entirely separate 
houses in the cange, each opening 
on what will, perhaps, become known 
in time as the “long walk.” The 
houses have already been denominat- 
ed North, Middle, Gate and South 
Houses, as being expressive of their 
location. The North Houcé lies near- 
est Charles street and may be entered 
through the Charles street gate. The 
Middle House adjoins it; then comes 
the Gate House, so called from its 
proximity *o the St. Mary gate; and 
at the south end, nearest the park, 
is the South House. 

“The residences have been very sim- 
ply but substantially fitted up. In 
each house there are from twenty- 
five to thirty bedrooms, varying in 
size, but all bright, well-ventilated 
rooms. On the ground floor in each 
house there is a large common room, 
with fireplace, where the residents of 
the house may gather for conversa- 
tion or study, and on the first floor 
@ suite of rooms fr the use of a don 
is provided. The prevailing decora- 
tion of the walls throughout is pale 
green and the windows are hung with 
cream-colored casement cloth. The 
furniture is very simple in design, but 
strong and serviceable. 

As one passes through the halls 
and up the stairs, peeping here and 
there into the rooms that are now 
sbeltering their first set of students, 
the mind not unnaturally projects it- 
self into the future. These buildings 
are here presumably to stay; they 
will doubtless accommodate genera- 
tions of students through many yéars 
and perhaps through several centur- 
ies. In time historic associations will 
begin to cling about their"wails, and 
rooms will be pointed out as the col- 
lapse habitations of great men still 
unborn. There will be many a tale 
told about men and happenings in 
the book of history that is now being 
opened at this its first unblemished 
page. 

Across the beginnings of what may 
one day be a wide and imposing 
quadrangle, when the whole scheme 
of ‘Victoria College buildings is car- 
ried out, there rise the bandsome but- 
tressed walls of Burwash Hall, des- 
tined to be the centre of the common 
life of the students for years to come. 
In the hall they will assemble for 
meals, gather for special lectures 
and hold various functions incidental 
to student life. The imposing ap- 
pearance of the exterior, with its lof- 
ty, mullioned windows, and the 
Square and octagonal bays that wary 
the unifoymity cf the walls, is carried 
out with equal impressiveness 
within. 

Entering from the long walk 
through the Charles ‘treet gate, one 
ascends several steps to reach the 
level of the hall). It is an extremely 
simple and yet a most striking apart- 
ment. In length extending over one 
hundred feet, and with a breadth gt 
thirty-six feet, the roof rises°to a 
height of forty feet, its ceiling of 
Georgia pine being of open truss con- 
struction and quite plain. On a dais 
at the further end the faeulty table 
{s placed while the etudents are 
seated on monastic-like benches at 
long tables in the lower part of the 
hall.

ebec Raflroad Man Tells of. Ant- 
mals Fascinated by Track. 


| ‘As the engineer in charge of a 
railroad track running through the 
Megantic, Que.,- district was runirg 
over his division in a track car pro- 
pelled by a gasoline engine, he saw 
® fine deer on the track before him. 
His bridge inspector, who accompan- 
ied him, being a keen sportsman, at 
once sent the car along at full speed 
after the swiftly flying animal. 
These cars are supposed to be able 
to run along at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour, so that although the 
deer had a good start it was caught 
up with after about a mile’s racing. | 

For fear of a smash-up resulting | 
from a rear-end collision, the foreman | 
slacked up as the car came up to the | 
frightened creature, and both men 
shouted vigorously to it to clear the 
track. The only result was another 
spurt of speed, which was kept up 
until the nimble feet slipped through 
a high trestle, and the helpless deer, 
a three-year-old male, was made into 
venison, . 

The curtous feature of this not un- 
exciting hunting was the persistency 
with which the stag kept to the track 
between the rails, instead of turning 
aside to the safety which a bound or 
two would have afforded in the bush. 

The engineer, in reporting the oc- 
currence, says that three or four 
times during the pas€ summer he has 
been obliged to stop his motor car, to 
get the deer to leave the track. This, 
and the fact that the engine drivers 
say that they have several times run 
down moose and deer in hunting dis- 
tricts led to an enthusiastic sports- 
man doing a Httle investigating on 
his own account. 

From personal experience, and 
much information received a very in- 
genious explanation of the refusal of 
the deer to leave the track between | 
the metals has been deduced. 

It Is a fact, known to experimen- | 
talists, that if a chicken’s bill is held | 
to the floor to a chalk line drawn!) 
straight before it, the bird becomes 
fascinated and apparently unable to 
withdraw itself from it. So it appears | 
that when fear is driving from be- 
hind, the two shining rails from the 
ight and left have a fascinating or 
ypnotizing effect upon deer, and as 
long as they are kept moving swiftly, 
they are unable to turn to either side. 

The driver of a’ freight train in. 
the Gatineau Valley drove a pair of 
deer twenty-four miles in a little over 
at hour, his train moving at a fairly | 
uniform rate all that time. At the 
end of the run, one of the deer which 
was very fat collapsed, and fell. The 
other stood stupidly staring at the big 
engine as it stopped, but when the 
men descended ‘rom it, jumped from 
the track and escaped. 

The deadly fascination of the steel 
rails was well exemplified on the Kaz- 
ubazua plains in the same seciion, 
when a pair of Scotch ptag hounds 
\ere seen passing from tbh% open 
country from the north driving a deer 
before them. Without heeding the 
shouts of the’ men at the station, the 
hunted thing, which had evidently 
come from a long distance bounded 
along with some difficulty following 
all the curves of the track down to 
the Stag Creek Bridge, through 
which {t tripped aud was then killed 
by. the hounds. 

The section men’ on the Pontiac 
Railway chased a little herd of three 
deer on a down grade, for some miles 
with their hand car, and ran them 
right up to an approaching engi >. 
As they stopped to lift thetr machine 
clear of the track. the poor things 
slackened their speed looked helpless- 
ly as they ran on to-right and left 
and allowed the engine to send them 
all to destruction. Probably at night 
it is the glare of the headlight which 
attracts, confuses and then hypnctizes 
the deer, and causes their death.

PRESERVATION OF FISH. 


—_— 


New Method Does Away With Use of 


Salt, Ice and Pickle. 


A new mefbod of curing fish re- 
cently introduced in Halifax, N.S., 
and, being experimented’ with by one 
of the largest shippers of fish in that 
city, promises to revolutionize the en- 
tire fish Industry in the Maritime 
Provinces and in other countries car- 
rying on this industry to any marked 

egree. This method does away en- 

tirely with the use of tce, salt, pickle 
or other preservatives and so perfect- 
ly preserves the fish that two weeks 
after preservation (which is sufficient 
time for this important food article 
to reach cities in central United 
States, West Indies and some ports 
in South America) the fish is exactly 
as. it was when drawn from its native 
water. 

Previously it has been the practice 
to salt and sun dry all fish to be pre- 
served, or should they be intended 
for nearby markets either ice them 
or ship in cars equipped with refri- 
gerating apparatus. The new method, 
it is claimed, abolishes ‘bis slow and 
expensive practice and enables the 
shipper to prepare quickly and in- 
expensively his shipments in such a 
way that the product two weeks after 


Shipment and in a foreign market 


would rival thc highest quality of 
fresh fish. The process used {s as 
follows: 

The fish are dumped into a tank 
holding sea ‘water which has been fil- 
tered through four cylinder-like tanks 
containing willow charcoal - and 
screens to remove (he noxious gases 


and foreign substances. s 


Next brown sugar is placed in the 
tank holding the fish to serve as a 
germicide for such organisms as may 
be active at freezing temperature. 
Then ty refrigeration the tempera- 
ture Is lowered to 10 degrees C. below 
zero, during which time 16.1 per cent. 
salt {s added to prevent ice formation 
end to assist the formation of a thin 
protective coating over the fish them- 
selves. Having allowed the fish to 
remain in this treatment for two 
hours, they are ready for shipment, 
removed from the tank and placed in 
the package or barre] to await trans- 
portation to market. 

This process is basc¢ upon the the- 
ory that putrefaction of fish is firrt 
caused by bone taint, due to the fact

fish the specific or animal heat is par- 
The new 
method which has been introduced 
acts as a preventive to bone taint, 
completely removing the specific or 
animal heat from the fish to be cured.

A Remarkabl. Curiosity 

There is in Connaught, Ireland, a 
remarkable curiosity, which gives an 
example of official oversight.

COOKING A HEDGEHOG 


Bake it In Clay into a Solid Mass and 
Carve it With an Axe 


When a Maine Indian has the choice 
of a hedgehog, a s:'urk,-a woodchuck 
and a muskrat for dinaer he will se 
lec: the first named Invari.bly and 
take the skunk as second choice, :eav- 
ing the woodchuck, whic. is the only’ 
one of the lot a Maine white man will 
taste, to the last. Unlike the skunk 
andi the woodchuck, which afe lean 

oe o-omt for a fev. months 
in the fall, or the muskrat, which is 
never fat and wh’- has @ strong fta’- 
or’ in spite of rarboiling, the hedge- 
hog is. always in ediblé condition and 
has meat that is as tender and white 
as that of a spring chicken. 

The ‘method of ‘cooking a hedgehog 
is so simple that a novice can learn in 
one short lesson. When the epicr 
is permitted to make a ohoice he 
should shun the large old males, 
which at times weigh. thirty or forty 
pounds. The preparation consists in 
removing the visceia, washing out the 
interior and filling the cavity with 
Slices of f-+ pork, peeled raw potatoes, 
sprigs of spearmint and wild celery 
from the rook. 

Then, without removing the quills or 
skinting, the body is plastered thickly 
with ,wet clay from the Tféarest bank. 
The muddy, bulky mass is thrust into 
live cozls and covered wit: blazing 
fagots to be roasted for two hours. 

On removal from the coals, the clay 
Is found to have been baked into a 
hard solid mass, which must be 
broken open with an ax or a heavy 
stone, whereupon the skin and quills 
of the animal cling to the clay wrap- 
ping and fall away, leaving the clean 
white teat ready to he eaten.

The amount of money has increased 
more rapidly thar. the volume of com- 
modities for sale, which. are measured 
in terms of this money. Therefore the 
price of commodities has risen. As a 
rule an increased supply of any article 
will result in a lowering of price, but 
the price of gold is fixed by mint regu- 
lations. The inevitablo result of the 
increased supply, therefore, has been 
a lowering of the value of gold in com- 
parison with the va’ e of other com- 
modities. 

The expenditure of vast sums of cap- 
ital in ways which are unproductive, 
or do not bring immediate returns. The 
millions of dollars spent on great 
transcontinental railways will not be’ 
productive for some years. The most 
eerious waste in the vast sums recent- 
ly spent by the different nations in 
war aid preperation for war.~ Hun- 
dreds of miilions of money values 
were recently destroyed in the Bal- 
kans. : : 

One great cause for the increased 
cost of food is the increased migra- 
tion from the farm to the cities. It 
is claimed that there are fewer farm- 
ers in Ontario today than there were 
ten years ago.

As the old building is not strong 
enough to bear this additional weight 
it was decided to suspene six of the 
seven additional stories from heavy 
girders, the girders themselves be- 
ing supported on steel columns 250 
feet high, reaching to the ground, 
alongside the: old building. The sev- 
enth additional story rests on the 
cirders. 7 ; 

The largest pirde-s are sixty-thre> 
feet long, eight fee. deep, and weigh 
forty tons each. They are'rt an ele 
vatior of 250 feet above Fifteenth 
street. The eight girders, having a 
total weight of 300 tens were conveyed 
to the foot of East Fiftee-th street on 
one lighter. Th:y were carried sing- 
ly from there to the job on trucks of 
special constructidr each drawn by 
thirty-four horses. The truck wheels 
were of steel and had eighteen-inch 
treads. The girder were unloaded 
from the trucks und placed upon the 
street by meang of a large tec: stiff- 
leg derrick with a seventy-Zoot bapm, 
installed on ‘le nineteen. floor of 
the new building. The girders were 
lifted one at a time, by this ‘same 
derrick and placed in their ~espective 
positions. The actual hoisting and 
placing of the girder- required twelve 
Lours, distributed cver Aug. 1 to 3; 
the last girder, weighing forty tons, 
being lifted and placed in twelve min- 
utes. 

The uplift at.the outer end.» of the 
derrick sills Was take? by steel 
beams and one and one-fourth-inch 
steel cables, the latter carried down 
five stories and there attached to the 
columns at their intersection with the 
floor girders. In addition, nine ad- 
jacent panels of the building struct- 
ure were diagonally braced in both 
diractions with steel cable:, to resist 
all tendency toward racking the build- 
ine horisontally. No vibration was 
detected when the girders were set 
in place. :

en to the pioneer, and about the last 
tovybe properly protected. During the | 
past century the pine has been prac- 
tically destroyed in the region be- 
tween Toronto and North Bay.  To- 
the Canadian Government is | 
strongly. impressed by the need of} 
forest preservation, and is endeavor- | 
ing to check any dissipation of the 
remaining timber. Further north, to- 
ward the Hudson Bay region, the pine 
becomes poorer. than that which grow 
in Northern Ontario. 

It is here, therefore that large sec- 
tions have become forest reserves. 
Meaus must be taken to guard thes? 
reserves against fire. For this pur- | 
pose the Government sends fire-rang- 
ers to patrol the mysteri us depths 
of the forest during the months of the 
year when the snow is gone and fires 
may occur. A chief fire-ranger has 
charge: of each reserve, wiich may 
cover a very large area and may be 
divided into several sections, each 
having a sub-chief, located at head- 
quarters, to which place the fire- 
rangers, scattered on their various 
beats, report at specified dates, and 
tender an account of their daily work, | 
whicli is forwarded to their chief. | 

The most frequent cause of fire is 
man. Civilization brings with it*for- 
est fires, although there have been 
found traces of a colossal fire which 
swept over norther:. Ontario about a 
century before the advent of man in- 
to that region. The reflection of the 
sun on a smooth piece of quartz, fo- 
cussed on a dry bough, and lightning 
striking a dead stump are two natur- 
al causes cf fire. Yet man is respon- 
sible for the greate: part of forest de- 
vastation. The railway locomotive 
which dashes through the heart of 
the forest is probably the most alarm- 
ing cause of fire, 1. spite of its pro- 
tective applianens. - The sire-rangers 
patrol the tracks and quench the 
small beginniags of what would other- 
wise prove large fires.” 

The prospectors, who migi't be call- 
ed the pioneers of northerr Ontario, 
have started may a fir ir order to 
help in their quest for ‘min als. This 
body of men claim that the Govern- 
ment is too hard upon it, and makes 
that an excuse for such outrage. The 
great Porcupine fire of 1911, ‘which 
caused so much loss of life and pro- 
perty, is said to have been kindled 
by prospectors. The many tourists 
who canoe through the grand forests 
are also a menace to the forests which 
they admire. A discarded cigar butt 
thrown carelessiy into a dry under- 
‘brush and neglecting to properly ex- 
tinguish a camp fire are not uncom- 
mon causes cf forest fires. Each act 
of carelessness may cause cnormous 
fires which no human means could 


quench,

The Salisbury 
Hotel, off Fleet street, is to be

But the closing cf old hotels ‘!s in- 
teresting no less for the sequel—the 
opening of new. Architectural splen- 
dors and modern luxuries are 'nowa- 
days aimed at everywhere. The de- 
velopment of the hotel has gone hand 
in hand with the development of tra- 
veling facilities. Hotels de luxe are 
now to be. found in every direction 
within reach of a 25 or 50 cent fare 
from Charing Cross, which is the hub 
of the hotel world in London. During 
the last ten years it has been com- 
puted that a sum of no less than 
$50,000,000 has been expended on 
hotel building in London. 

Apparently it is generally accepted 
among hotel proprietors and share- 
holders that the building business is 
not being overdone, although statis- 
tics might be given to show that the 
great companies do not pay as they 
ought to pay. 

‘Luxury and more luxury js what 
is wanted,” said the managing direc- 
tor of one large west-end hotel,’ and 
with the enormously greater number 
of people who live the hotel life this 
luxury can be provided at yery little 
greater cost than when people were 
more modest in their wants. It is like 
the store and everything else — co- 
operative.” 

To meet the modern demand for ar- 
tistic surroundings in the best hotels 
immense sums have becn expended. 
In the-frontage alone of one $5,000,- 
000 was spent a few years ago and 
$150,000 on a new ballroom. About 
$400,000 was spent on the new winter 
gardens and palm courts at the Hotel 
Ceell, the spacious and: beautifully de- 
corated “Cecil Beach,” as it has been 
called, which is sumptuously furnish- 
ed in blue and gold and forms a 
charming approach to what is consid- 
ered one of the finest hotel buildings 
in the world. 

The newer ho‘els that have come 
into the fashionable life of London 
include the Ritz, famous for its lux- 
ury, and the Piccadilly Hotel, bullt at 
a cost of $2,500,000. The Strand 
Palace Hotel, with its no-tipping re- 
gime, has a piquant interest among 
the latest hotel enterprises, and the 
proprietors have two, others at present 
under way to be run on the same 
lines. One is in course cf erection at 
Piccadilly Circus, with frontages in 
Regent street and Shaftesbury ave- 
nue. Containing 1,000 bedrooms, it is 
being built at a cost of more than 
$5,000,000 and will be opened in 
1914. 

The other huge hotel of the no-tip 
variety, to be called the ‘‘Palatial,” 
is shortly to be built at Baker street 
station. Another which is being erect- 
ed, on the site of the historic Princess 
Theatre in Oxford street, will soon be 
complete. It will cost about $2,000,- 
000, and will also contain 1,000 bed- 
rooms. An offer of, $40,000 a year 
has just been accepted by the London 
County Council as the rental on a 
ninety-nine years lease of a site in 
Aldwych Crescent, on which a hotel 
will be built. 

The biggest hotel in the world will 
be erected at a cost of $8,000,000 on 

the site of St. George’s Hospital, 
Hyde Park Corner, which has been 
purchased for the purpose. ;
